Mr. Maul said he was given every 
possible assistance by Senator McAdoo 
and by Congressman Englebright in 
his efforts in behalf of the Placerville 
application and is hopeful of ultimate 
success for the project. 

The PWA grant would be used in 
conjunction with municipal funds, re- 
cently approved by the voters in the 
amount of $50,000, for the laying of 
main line sewers and the erection of a 
sewerage disposal] plant.
